American Views Cited in 
Note Filed With Iranian 


Delegates 


London, Jan. 28—(AP)—Russia 


challenged the validity of Iran's 
appeal to the United Nations se- 
curity council today after the 
chief Iranian delegate had charg- 
ed the Soviet Union was guilty of 
"a number of interventions 
in 


Iranian affairs". 


Andrei Y. Vishinsky, the Sov- 


iet's vice commissar of foreign 
affairs, told the 11-member coun- 
cil, holding its first major hear- 
ing''^ a political issue between 
sovereign nations, that the Iranian 
charges were "raise^ by a govp\-n- 
ment BO longer in power and the 
claims 
have n o t 
sufficient 


grounds" for action by the se- 
curity group. 


New Premier Takes Over 


A new Iranian premier, Ahmed 


Qavani es Saltaneh, took over in 
Tehran during the week end, suc- 
ceeding Ibrahim Hakimi who had 
instructed the Iranian delegation 
to raise the issue before the UNO. 
. S. H. Taquizahed, chief Iranian 
delegate, told the council the dis- 
pute was being brought up be- 
cause it might lead to "interna- 
tional friction". 


Taqizdeh appeared at the coun- 


cil table on the invitation of the 
eleven members after Soviet dele- 
gate A. Y. Vishinsky made it clear 
he had agreed only to a discussion 
a.t this time "whether the council 
should formally take jurisdiction 
of the Iranian case. He reserved 
the right to press his request, pre- 
viously filed, that the dispute be 
left to direct negotiations between 
Tehran and Moscow. 


TJ. S, May Be Involved 


Informed sources_said the Uniti 


ed States might find herself in- 
volved in the Iranian dispute, as 
well as in the discussion of the 
charges brought by Russia and 
the Ukraine that Britain is inter- 
fering in Greece and Indonesia. 


The United States views on 


Iran were cited Saturday night in 
a note nkaitryihe I/stA/aii ueitga- 
tion. which said that charges of 
Russian interference in Iranian af- 
fairs could be "fully proved". The 
note pointed out that the United 
States had favored the withdraw- 
al weeks ago of both British and 
Russian troops from the oil rich 
little country. The last American 
troops already have left Iran. 


Diplomats who declined to be 


quoted by name speculated that 
Britain might claim American 
support of her policies in Greece 
and Indonesia. 


Disarmament Talk 
Demanded by Byrd 


Washington, Jan. 28.—(AP)— 


Senator Tydings (D-Md.) demand- 
ed in the senate today that Presi- 
dent Truman immediately call a 
world disarmament conference to 
prevent an atomic world war. 


Interrupting the senate filibus- 


ter against the Fair Employment 
Practices bill, the Maryland Dem- 
ocrat said he doubted that the 
United Nations action for ''con- 
trol" of the atomic bomb would 
be successful. 


"I do not believe that the Unit- 


ed Nations Organization is equip- 
ped to initiate successfully a task 
of this magnitude," the senator 
said, after pointing out that all 
the remaining great world pow- 
ers are rearming to the teeth. 


Tydings 
introduced a resolu- 


tion calling for the world disarm- 
ament conference as he began a 
lengthy prepared speech in its 
support. 


Earlier, the special senate com- 


mittee on atomic energy was told 
by Dr. Harrison Davies, of the 
Federation of Atomic Scientists, 
that development of atomic ener- 
gy "must certainly be freed from 
every vestige of military control"

for about a week, but up to now 
they have been* merely reviewing 
decisions reached by the Foreign 
Ministers' council last September. 


It was learned authoritatively 


that Austria has sent in a writ- 
ten brief detailing her claims to 
part of the south Tyrol which is 
inhabited by about 250,000 Ger- 
m'an-speaking persons and was 
awarded to Italy after the first 
World War.

Capt. Zacharias Didn't 


Fix Day Definitely, 


He Testifies 


Washington, Jan. 28— (AP) — 


Capt. Ellis M. Zacharias testified 
today he predicted to Rear Adm. 
Husband E. Kimmel in March, 
1941, that if the Japanese decided 
to fight the United States they 
would begin the war- with an at- 
tack against the Fleet on a Sun- 
day morning. 


The veteran naval officer, ap- 


pearing before the joint Pearl Har- 
bor investigating committee, said 
he made this prediction in a con- 
ference with Kimmel, the Pacific 
Fleet commander at the tim^and 
Vice Adm. (then captain) W. W. 
Smith. 


Kimmel told the committee pre- 


viously he remembered no such 
conversation with Zacharias, but 
the latter said he had discussed 
the incident with Smith since the 
Pearl Harbor attack and Smith 
recalled the details. 


"I realize that Admiral Kimmel 


was a very busy man and that I 
was only one of hundreds to whom 
he talked", Zacharias said. "He 
might not remember the details of 
the conversation, but I am sure 
that Admiral Smith remembers" 


At Kimmel's Headquarters 


Zacharias, who headed a psy- 


chological campaign 
during 
the 


war in an effort to induce the Ja- 
panese to surrender, said the con- 
versation 
took 
place 
between 


March 26 and March 31, at Kim- 
mel's headquarters iin Pearl Har- 
bor.

Chicago, Jan. 28—(AP)—Steaks 


and chops were headed back to 
America's dinner tables today as 
slaughtering was to be. resumed in 
packing plants where strikes had 
halted production since Jan. 16.

tically all the 248,000 AFL and 
CIO meat industry workers would 
return to the 134 packing- plants 
seized Saturday by the U. S. De- 
partment of agriculture. 


Although slaughtering was to 


begin today, carcasses must be 
"hung" 24 to 48 hours, so that de- 
liveries in quantity to the coun- 
try's butcher shops probably will 
not start before Wednesday. How- 
ever, 
government managers 
of 


some plants said deliveries would 
be resumed immediately of meat 
taken from supplies on hand. 


Ralph A. Walter, president of 


the Chicago livestock exchange, 
said farmers had cut their ship- 
ments of livestock 75 per cent dur- 
ing the strike, and overshipments 
now were possible. However, said 
Walter, "We can now handle a 
slight oversupply, and we are sure 
we can get farmers to fcold back 
later this week if we find the mar- 
ket glutted". 


New Yorkers Hit 


New York City's millions may 


not benefit immediately from the 
resumption of meat producton. An 
AFL teamsters union local offi- 
cial directed 200 meat company 
drivers not to return to work, and 
said New York plants of Swift, 
Armour and Wilson 
would be

Like this: At least 16 senators 


sign a petition asking the full sen- 
ate to vote on whether in a partic- 
ular case—such as debate on the 
FEPC bill—debate by any senator 
is limited to one hour. 


Before that rule can be invoked, 


at least two-thirds will so vote. 


Senators traditionally don't like 


to impose cloture on one another: 
Some day it might be imposed on. 
them. 


Since 1917 cloture has been in-, 


voked only four times out of 21 
attempts.

More Confusion in Argentina 


A new complication was added 


to the confused political picture in 
Argentina by the national lockout 
of "industry 'and business in pro- 
test against the policies of the 
present government in Buenos 
Aires. 


The lockout is traditionally a 


"reactionary'' measure. But in this 
case the paralysis of commerce 
seems to be a liberal maneuver 
directed not against labor, but 
against the military dictatorship 
which, elaborating on the ward 
politician's old practice of giving 
away cigars to voters, has decreed 
•wage increases and bonuses in a much more 
bald attempt to get the labor vote. 


Apparently Argentina's Labor 


Party has swallowed the bait. At 
least it has unanimously selected 
Colonel Peron as its candidate for C0mm0(jjties. 
president in next month's elec- 
tions. 


How the Argentine workers, 


with the example of Italian and 
German labor's fate before them, 
can chose to string along with a 
totalitarian boss is hard to under- 
stand. It may be hoped that busi- 
ness, for once deployed to the left 
of them, may bring them to their 
senses, and that the hardships at- 
tendant upon the business lockout 
will not be so severe as to alienate 
supporters of Argentine democ- 
racy as their difficult and unequal 
struggle approaches a climax.

The people are paying it now 
anyway — and paying more, be- 
cause the administrative cost of 
handling the subsidies in many 
cases runs higher than the sub- 
sidy itself and this cost will be 
wiped out if subsidies are stop- 
ped. 


The "hold the price line" policy 


which Truman thinks has been so 
successful is then, in reality, not 
a line but a sieve. 
On food, it 


is a fiction maintained by statis- 
tics, which are absurdly obso- 
lete, and by more than a billion 
dollars a year of treasury cash 
subsidies.

Foil Jap Effort 


to Regain Great 


Fishing Domain 


Tokyo. —CAP) —Gen. 
MacAr- 


thur's headquarters has charged 
Japanese government and fishery 
officials with a systematic cam- 
paign to break out of fishing areag 
assigned Japan 
since surrender 


and to regain a semblance of their 
former dominant fishing empire. 


Lt. Col. Hubert 
G. Schenck, 


chief of MacArthur's natural re- 
sources section, revealed that with- 
in the four and a half months 
since the surrender the Japanese 
have submitted six requests fox 
revision of fishing areas. Four 
were denied. 


"While the Japanese plead fo* 


extensions in order to 
increase 


their home food supply of sea 
products," Schenck said, "some of 
the requests are so far from 13te 
home islands there can be no ques- 
tion that their produce would b« 
used on the world market. 


Not Using: Home Areas 


"It is apparent that, since most 


of the fish taken by the Japanese 
in distant waters before the war 
went to market outside Japan, the 
Japanese must have been able to 
supply their home needs through 
operation of home baj>ed fleets in 
an area somewhat similar to the 
one in which they now are per- 
mitted to operate." 


Schenck said that even as the 


extension requests were pressed 
field inspections indicated "that ki 
too many instances the Japanese 
are not making- full use of the 
areas available to them." 


A private concern sought fish- 


ing- rights in waters of Australia, 
the Indian ocean and off the west 
coast of Mexico. The request waa 
denied. 


Because of a food shortage, per- 


mission was granted on Nov. 8 to 
conduct winter whaling- operations 
in waters around Bonin and Ka- 
zan Islands, which were outside 
the authorized areas Schenck'g re- 
port showed that prior to the war 
home and overseas fisheries pro* 
duction amounted to five to s*g 
million metric tons annually.

senal in which food was stored. 
Kyodo news agency said the com-

Tonnage of Shipping 


Washington, D. C.— (AP)—®bt 


United 
States 
merchant 
fleet 


came out of the war with more 
than half the ships and nearly 
two-thirds 
the 
gross 
tonnage 


among all nonaxis nations, an o£« 
ficial tabulation shows. 


The United 
States 
maritime 


commission counted 5.529 ships ol 
1,600 
gross tons or more as o£ 


last September. Their total ton- 
nage was 10,082.002. 


That was four times a* man^ 


vessels and five times as much 
tonnage as the United States had 
in 1939- Britain ranked second to 
the United States with 2.347 ships 
of 14.S42.805 tons. Next in 
toe 


were Norway and the Netherlands. 
The maritime commission said the 
United States lost 743 vessels of 
l.noO or more gross tons during 
the war.

Madrid, Jan 28—The question of 


whether the kingship shall be re- 
vived m Spain continues to be a 
subject of eager speculation and 
naturally was one of the points 
which I raised in my interview 
with Generalissimo Franco at the 
Palace in El Pardo. 


Franco replied that this is a 


matter which will be dealt with 
"when this is suitable to the in- 
terests of the nation" and that 
"it will have to be the Spaniards 
themselves who pronounce them- 
selves in its favor". In short, I 
take it Spam isn't paging foreign 
nations for advice. 


I broached the matter by calling 


Franco's attention to the fact 
that his ambassador to Washing- 
ton, Juan Francisco de Cardenas, 
recently was quoted as saying 
that "Spain is steadily and pro- 
pressively restoring a political sit- 
uation with a more representative 
system". 


I asked if this had any rela- 


tion to the current talk about a 
possible restoration of the mon- 
archy.

"For Spain, the perfections of 


its institutions is constant and 
progressive and every stage is ef- 
fected at the moment when the 
best service of the nation requires 
it, without there being opened 
thereby constitutional periods, in- 
terim periods, much less revolu- 
tionary periods.

is considered secondary. For this 
reason the problem of the mon- 
archy is not a thing which troubles 
us, and it will be approached when 
this is suitable to the inteiests of 
the nation.
